O’Grady  survived  on  insects, 
plants,  and  rainwater. 


U.S.  Senator  Bob  Packwood  of 
Oregon  resigns  on  September  7, 
the  day  after  the  Senate  Ethics 
Committee  voted  unanimously  to 
expel  him  for  sexual  misconduct, 
embarrassingly  detailed  in  his 
diaries,  which  were  made  public.
